In fo 
much that Earipid:s is therefore thought to have given it the 
fpithere of Kves7pip&, by way of excellency above the ret. 
But how is it then that Homer gives the ſame to /thaca: as 
Ciccro does that of a Nidulas? In Ariſtophanes his Theſmophc- 
1424[e, the Preco, Calling upon the Women, to provide to 
ſacrifice to ſuch and ſuch Gods,amons the reſt brings in 
Kay 79 Ky29þ 04 TH yn - 
But whether this 45 here be T//ysin generall , the Mother 
and the Nurſe of the Creatures; or whether it be only Te//z4 
Attica, Athins x7? iE£o,b7, the beſt Nurie otthe b;/f,1 know 
not, but thus mnch is deliver'd by Saidas, viz. that Erit!tho=

odde man, he that had'rhe luck ro meer with the odde peller 
(whom they-named TgrJÞov) Was ro'come wn at Kings (as ve 
ſay ) or ro Wroſtte -ar left with bim #hat. .had the maſt. ry, 
How they uſed rhem 'in F»dgirg of Canſes, has been ſhewcd 
by another already. Bur that they were uſed alſo by per-

For the Diviners themſclves, Yates, or udrreg, as they did but 
lictle better then far like Poers ; ſo they did imitate them 
too in many other things, as in eating of hearts and livers, 
and tying of Laurel ahout rheir heads, as the Poet a ſics 
of Caſſandra b XAanggkoyuwm rrQoyw tpra; neopItlony, For why? 
venturt preſcia laurus. The Laurel they took co be a thing 
of ſpecial and ſoveraign vercue, both ro ſet a man a P:o. 
phecying (and therefore Emrip. calls 16 $40mimy d/gyl) 
and to preſerve him from ny evill, and therefore very much 
uſed in Lulirations , inſomuch that they would commonly 
have the ſtaves they carried in their hands, ro be mace of 
Lausell wood, They had their dyer in the Prytareum like 

wblich perſons. xproguacgommertiger © &v apumivip imnwsaies 
the Scholiaſt on Ar:ſtop.:anes, There was one more woted 
Fraternity of them, called the paid," eif ig mn x poarfia wiy- 
cry, ſaies Heſych. Three Prophets there were of very great 
fame, every one called by the nime of Bars, The eldcſt 
was of Elenin Beotia; the next of Athens (he that cured 
the Lacedemonian women of their madneſle) and the youn- 
geſt of Caphua in Arcadia of Locris ſome ſay) otherwiſe 
called Kidzs, and *Aanms. Anſwering to theſe three men, the 
Scholiaſt upon Ariſtophazes (in Irene) ſaies there were three 
Women Prophets, every one of whom was called by the name 
of Sybilla, viz, Delphica, Erythrea, and Sardiaca, Bur the firſt 
(I believe) had moſt of the Spri-1t of < Python ; and brought her 
"#74 aſter moſt gain by Southſaying. 


And now, Courreous Reader, thongh I have done ſo 
mc ſo ill already, T muſt be forced to do more yet,and 
excuſe one fault with another.
